of its required net capital of $918312 and the Companys net capital ratio was 2.11 to At

June 30 2011 the Company had net capital of $12184640 which was $11255652 in excess of

its required net capital of $928988 and the Companys net capital ratio was 1.14 to

Cash and Cash Equivalents

The Company maintains cash balances at creditworthy financial institutions in bank accounts

that at times may exceed the $250000 insured limit set by the Federal Deposit Insurance

Corporation The Company has not experienced any losses in such accounts and believes it is not

exposed to any significant credit risk on its cash and cash equivalents

For purposes of the statements of cash flows the Company considers all money market funds

and highly liquid debt instruments purchased with an original maturity of three months or less to

be cash equivalents

Securities Transactions

Proprietary securities transactions in regular-way trades are recorded on the trade date as if they

had settled Profit and loss arising from all securities transactions entered into for the account and

risk of the Company are recorded on trade date basis Customers securities transactions are

reported on trade date basis with related commission income and expenses reported on trade

date basis

Amounts receivable and payable for securities transactions that have not reached their

contractual settlement date are recorded net on the statements of financial condition

Marketable securities are valued at market value with unrealized gains and losses included in

operations

Deposits With Clearing Organization

The Company maintains margin account with First Clearing NFS RBC ICBC and MF Global

through October 2011 Depending on the Companys cash needs or the amount of securities

inventory at the time these accounts may represent excess cash on deposit or margin loan

Clearing amounted to $250311 and $114929 respectively At June 30 2012 and 2011 the

balance in the clearing deposit account at NFS amounted to $500000 and $500000

respectively At June 30 2012 and 2011 the balance in the clearing deposit account at MF
Global amounted to $0 and $500000 respectively At June 30 2012 and 2011 the balance in

the clearing deposit account at ICBC amounted to $500000 and $0 respectively

Property and Equipment

Property and equipment are recorded at cost Depreciation expense is calculated using the

straight-line method over the estimated useful lives of the assets which range from three to

seven years

Income Taxes

The Company is included in the consolidated federal income tax return of Wunderlich

Investment Company Inc Federal income taxes are calculated as if the Company filed on

separate return basis and the amount of current tax or benefit calculated is either remitted to or

received from Wunderlich Investment Company Inc For June 30 2012 and 2011 the tax-

related balances due to/from affiliates were $115360 and $0 respectively

The Company accounts for income taxes under the liability method Deferred tax assets and

liabilities are determined based on differences between financial reporting and tax bases of assets

and liabilities and are measured using the enacted tax rates and laws that will be in effect when

the differences are expected to reverse The Companys deferred taxes primarily result from

timing differences in the recognition of depreciation and net operating loss carry-forwards for

financial reporting and tax reporting purposes

The Company accounts for uncertain tax positions in accordance with the provisions of

Accounting Standards Codification ASC 740 Income Taxes which provides guidance for how

uncertain tax positions should be recognized measured presented and disclosed in the financial

statements The guidance requires the evaluation of tax positions taken or expected to be taken

by the Company to determine whether the tax positions are more-likely-than-not of being

sustained by the applicable tax authority upon examination Tax positions not deemed to meet

more-likely-than-not threshold would be recorded as tax expense inclusive of interest and

penalties if any on the statements of operations

Use of Estimates

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with accounting principles generally

accepted in the United States of America requires management to make estimates and

assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent

assets and liabilities at the date of the financial statements and the reported amounts of revenues

and expenses during the reporting period Actual results could differ from those estimates

Investment Banking

Investment banking revenues include gains losses and fees net of syndicate expenses arising

from securities offerings in which the Company acts as an underwriter or agent Investment

banking revenues also include fees earned from providing merger and acquisition and financial

restructuring advisory services Investment banking management fees are recorded when earned

sales concessions on trade date and underwriting fees at the time the underwriting is completed

and the income is reasonably determinable

Commissions

Commissions and related clearing expenses are recorded on trade-date basis as securities

transactions occur

Advertising Costs

All advertising costs are expensed as incurred Advertising costs for the years ended June 30

2012 and 2011 was $31615 and $40712 respectively and are included in Other Selling

General and Administrative expenses on the Statements of Operations
